Moved and seconded that Reports of the Town 
Clerk, Road Agent, Chief of Police, Building Inspector, 
and Director of Civilian Defense be itemized to show 
source of money received, necessary fines levied, and 
disposition of money received as well as fees, salaries 
and other payments. 

It was moved that polls close at 6:30 p. m. Passed 
in the affirmative.

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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


Your Selectmen are pleased to report that prac- 
tically everything the voters instructed them to do, 
at the last town meeting, has been done. 


Through an oversight the fencing was not com- 
pleted at water reservoirs. The unexpended balance 
of this appropriation will lapse and a new article is in- 
eluded in this year’s warrant to complete this work. 

Fencing the Northside Cemetery was not done. 
Five hundred dollars was appropriated for this work. 
but an investigation of cost for the type of fence which 
we were advised was preferred, indicated the job 
could not be done much under eight hundred dollars. 
This project is again included in the warrant this year. 

Four hundred dollars was appropriated for an at- 
tendant at the town dump. We found that an attendant 
was unnecessary. Forty dollars was used to bulldoze 
and level the refuse after burning. The balance of three 
hundred sixty dollars is unexpended. 


After several meetings with the State Planning 
and Development Commission representatives; the 
Selectmen, the Planning board and your legislation 
representative completed arrangements for securing a 
recreational area on Pawtuckaway Lake for the benefit 
of the townspeople of Nottingham. The overall plan 
was completed and presented to the governor and coun- 
cil prior to September first 1958 as was required by the 
law passed by the State Legislature. The recreationai 
area for the Town has been designated and the only 
other step necessary on this portion of the plan is to 
secure boundary agreements with abutters to the area. 
The complete plan is explained in detail in the Planning 
and Development booklet entitled “A Plan for the 
Development of State Property at Pawtuckaway Lake” 
published in August 1958.

With regard to the tarring operations that have 
been started this year, one-half mile on Kelsey Town 
Road and one-half mile on Sam Corson Road were 
tarred. The road up to Cooper’s Hill was completed. 
With money from the Special Appropriations, 3/10 of 
a mile on Long Hill Road was done, and we hope to 
continue on this project this year.

The Trustees of the Nottingham Library are 
pleased to report a continuing use of library facilities, 
especially by the school. 


During National Book Week in the spring of 1958, 
the first annual awards were presented for the best 
essay on “How the Library Has Helped Me In My 
School Work.” Brenda Palmer won the award for the 
eighth grade and Lynn Perkins for the seventh grade. 


A new feature was started with the opening of 
school in September. The eighth grade girls have been 
in charge of the library when it is open during school 
hours, and with a minimum of supervision have done 
remarkably well both in handling the books and in 
helping the other students to look up information re- 
quired for school assignments. These girls are now 
training the seventh grade girls to take their places 
next fall. 

New books are constantly being added to the li- 
brary shelves, both by purchase and on loan from the 
Bookmobile. 


The Library Trustees also spent many days sort- 
ing the town’s old papers that were found under the 
eaves of the Town Hall. The oldest and most interest- 
ing have been returned to the selectmen with the 
recommendation that they be put with the other town 
records in Concord.

5. To determine and appoint salaries of the School 
Board and Truant Officer, and fix the compensation of 
any other officers or agent of the district. 


6. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Com- 
_mittees, or Officers chosen, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


7. To choose Agents, Auditors and Committees 
in relation to any subject embraced in this warrant. 


8. To see what sum of money the district will 
raise and appropriate for the support of schools, for the 
salaries of school district officials and agents, and for 
the payment of statutory obligations of the district, 
and to authorize the application against said appropria- 
tion of such sums as are estimated to be received from 
the state foundation aid fund together with other in- 
come; the school board to certify to the selectmen the 
balance between the estimated revenue and the appro- 
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priation, which balance is to be raised by taxes by the 
town. 


9. To see if the district will authorize the school 
board to make application for and to receive, in the 
name of the district, such advances, grants-in-aid or 
other funds for educational purposes aS many now or 
hereafter be forthcoming from the United States Gov- 
ernment and/or any department or agency thereof 
and/or state agencies. 


10. To see if the District will raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $3,000. for principal payment and 
$627.00 for interest for the retirement of school debt.

11. To see if the School District will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $3,500.00 to purchase a 
sound movie projector. 


12. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before this meeting.

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The cost education continues to increase propor- 
tionately to the increases in other areas of our 
economy. The above increases in High School Tuition 
rates and the increased-enrollment of pupils attending 
high school has a dollar impact in your 1959-60 school 
budget. These are statutory obligations which must be 
met by the school district. Another factor is the con- 
tinued shortage of qualified teachers making it neces- 
sary to increase teachers’ salaries in order to keep 
them. Nottingham is fortunate to have the excellent 
teachers that they now have. It is fundamentally 
essential that we retain them so that your children may 
have the benefit of a better education. 

Vandalism last year by unknown persons caused 
considerable damage to the school building. Some 
school lunch money and an expensive movie projector, 
belonging to Mr. Gardner, were also stolen. The loss 
to Mr. Gardner and to the children who had benefited 
by the audio-visual educational program provided by 
the use of his machine, is immeasurable. 

Our testing program has been organized so that 
every child will receive a test of mental ability in 
grades 2-4-6-8. All grades receive a battery of the 
Stanford Achievement test at the end of the first 
semester, except grade 1. Their test 1s given at the 
end of the first year. These tests are valuable to the 
teachers as a guide in determining the type of instruc- 
tion to be administered. 

The National Defense Act of 1958 will soon have 
its effect in the enrichment of the curriculum. Title 3 
of the act will give financial assistance for stengthen- 
ing Science, Mathematics and Modern Foreign Lan- 
guages. Grants to states for the acquisition of Labora- 
tory equipment for Science, Mathematics and Modern 
Language in public elementary and secondary schools 
and minor remodeling; matching 50-50, local and 
federal. 
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Educational TV in this area will also make its ap- 
pearance in the coming year. Experience has proved 
that Educational TV is a potential factor in upgrading 
the level of education in many areas. The purchasing 
of TV equipment will be a worthwhile project for 
civic groups to seriously consider. 

I am sure that the community joins me in paying 
respect to Miss Myrtle Fletcher, R.N., deceased last 
summer, who for so many years served faithfully and 
well, this community. 

In conclusion, I should like to express my appre- 
ciation for the cooperation given me during the year 
as your superintendent of schools by the citizens, 
school board and teachers of Nottingham.

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REPORT OF THE 
SPECIAL HIGH SCHOOL STUDY COMMITTEE 


In accordance with the instructions of the 1958 
School District Meeting, the Committee considered 
various possibilities for a solution of our high school 
problem. 


The most promising appeared to be a cooperative 
effort with Coe-Brown Academy. We explored the 
possibility of cooperation with neighboring towns, and 
contacted the trustees of Coe-Brown Academy. At the 
suggestion of the trustees, we met with similar com- 
mittees from Northwood and Deerfield and submitted 
several proposals for cooperative arrangements. The 
three committees met with the Coe-Brown Academy 
trustees and discussed the situation in considerable 
detail. Several of the trustees expressed interest in the 
proposals but this solution to our problem was aban- 
doned upon notification from Coe-Brown trustees that 
the proposals had been rejected. 


We then considered other possibilities and de- 
cided that the best solution available would be some 
arrangement with Dover, primarily because of the 
trade school facilities. Recentiy we contacted the Dover 
Board of Education and were assured that they would 
welcome our students for 1959-1960, and that they have 
no plan in the foreseeable future to exclude tuition 
pupils. 

The committee feels that transportation is a major 
obstacle for most pupils attending High School. There 
are two troublesome aspects of the transportation prob- 
lem. This year in the past individual families have had 
difficulty in making arrangements for transportation, 
and the expense has been a formidable burden to manv 
families. For these two reasons students often failed 
to go to high school, or have dropped out. It does not 
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seem feasible to provide transportation to several 
schools. 


The Committee recommends that the district pro- 
vide main-line transportation to Dover. If this recom- 
mendation is adopted, pupils will be able to attend 
other schools if they wish, but must assume respon- 
sibility for their own transportation.
